politics the Point Marlon bridge quest- 
ion is stirring up as much discussion 
in Uniontown and throughout the 
southern section- of tho county as any 
other subject.

Grand Juries and the Court, but by 
a ruling of the War Department a 
more expensive structure Is required. 
Instead ot costing tho county $75,000, 
as was estimated, • tho 
lowfst

to nearly $120,000. 
Now, 


a careful investigation of tho plans 
and specifications results in the dis- 
covery that this structure, if erected 
may cost the county Jt35,000 or more. 
The comity is required to furnish all 
cement used on the piers, wlnga and 
other parts,of the structure and the 
bill for tlhis alone will amount to sev- 
eral thousand dollars. Added to this 
!•» the big,,bill for damaged property 
sure to come up if the bridge is built 
according to instructions ot the War 
Department.
